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IRELAND AND THE FLIVVER. 

Most of the writing men who visit Ireland these 
days to unravel the “Irish problem” deal largely with 
the “imponderables.” They tell us of hereditary 
hatreds; of conspiracies directed by supermen who 
dwell in some mysterious Olympus that Scotland 
Yard cannot locate, much less scale; presently the 
wandering pen strays into racial and religious fury— 
and is lost. 

The article by Arno Dosch-Fleurot in the Post-Dis- 
patch Thursday was different. It presented a prac- 
tical phase of the present Irish movement. Senti- 
ment, to be sure, was not disparaged. It was ad- 
mitted that Ireland broods over her ancient wrongs, 
of which she undeniably has an abundance. But if 
Ireland demands political independence as a matter 
of right, she also wants commercial independence as 
& means of material prosperity. ey are thinking 
of ledgers as well as legends in South Ireland aow, 
and this commercial awakening, according to the 
Post-Dispatch correspondent, has been brought about 
by Sinn Fein. 

The trouble with Ireland commercially is that she 
has to do all her trading through England. She has 
,to sell everything to England and buy everything 
from England. The one exception is the linen in- 
'dustry, and Ulster says that South Ireland could 


| have worked out her commercial independence as 
| well as Belfast if the people had been less interested 
‘in writing poetry and more interested in writing 
checks. South Ireland doesn’t think so. She has seen 
British capital operate ruthlessly against Irish in- 
dustry and she fears and distrusts the rapacity of the 
British Government. 

Ireland is a rich country in everything but people, 
as our correspondent sees it. It is poor in people by 
reason of famine, emigration and a willingness to 
remain poor rather than enrich England. There are 
reany lines of industry in which Ireland could become 
an important factor if she could trade direct with the 
world, but with exports all going out and imports 
all coming in by way of England—well, commercially, 
England seems to have it on Ireland going and com- 
ing, and Ireland is tired of paying the toll. 

As to the industrial capacity of South Ireland, the 
Ford tractor factory, established at Cork, is offered 
as an example. The manager of that factory said he 
wished he could get as competent workmen in the 
United States as are his Irish operatives. It may be 
remarked, too, that the Ford factory has brought new 
life to the harbor at Cork and opened up direct trad- 
ing with the United States, which is swiftly increasing 
in volume. | 

There are possibilities, seemingly, in that tractor 
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factory at Cork to engage Celtic imagination. Is 
Henry Ford, who cares nothing for history, fated to 
be the incidental means of ending a long chapter of 
British-Irish history and starting a fresh one?

It was by external aggression that Ger- 
many grabbed Alsace-Lorraine, Austria gobbled Bos- 
nia and Russia overwhelmed Poland. Every war of 
conquest has been the result of external aggression. | 
Article X does not prevent territorial] changes by 
peaceful means. Only lately Denmark has acquired 
considerable adjacent terrain by the vote of the in- 
habitants themselves. In a few years the residents 
of the Saar Valley are to determine by ballot whether 
they shall annex themselves to Germany or to France. 
The boundaries between Poland and Lithuania and 
the possession of the Aland Islands are now being 
determined by the League. 

Austria started on a campaign of external aggres- 
sion against Serbia in 1914 and 20,000,000 dead and 
maimed was the result.
